LIr,  Chairaan  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  vrith  much  pleasure  that  I present  to  you  the 
^'uinual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  19^9,  included 
in  which  is  the  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor 

The  standardised  birth  rate  of  13.4,  although  slightly 
higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  (12.6)  was  below  that  for 
England  & ^ales  as  a vrhole,  (I6.3). 

The  standardised  death  rate  of  12,1  was  slightly  higher 
than  the  national  rate  of  11.9,  but  the  average  age  at  death,  viz, 
75.0  years  for  men  and  80,0  for  women,  was  above  the  average  for 
England  & lales  (I968),  which  was  males  66,6  and  females  72.6, 

There  was  no  maternal  mortality,  no  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year,  no  still  births;  and  other  than  one  case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  no  ca.ses  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 

In  concliision,  I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  Staff  for  their  interest  and  co-operation  shown  to  me 
during  the  year.

During  the  year  109  persons  normally  resident  in  the  district 
died,  37  males  and  52  females,  19  more  than  the  previous  year.  This 
represents  a death  rate  of  27.3,  but  when  allowances  are  made  for 
age  and  sex  distribution,  represents  a standardised  rate  of  12.1. 
This  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  & VlTales,  11.9.

V^ater  Supply 

The  water  sup.:ly  in  this  district  has  been  under  the  control 
of  the  East  Devon  T/ater  Board  since  1st  October  196^. 

All  domestic  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  water  supply 
and  32  new  properties  were  connected  during  the  year. 

The  v7ater  Board  took  183  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  various  sources  within  the  district,  all  of  these 
proved  satisfactory. 

Rodent  Control 


During  the  year,  Jl  properties  were  inspected  as  a result  of 
complaints,  or  because  of  survey  under  the  Act,  Of  these,  52 
premises  were  found  to  be  infested  and  treated  accordingly,  137  rats 
were  destroyed. 

All  Council  properties,  including  the  refuse  tip,  are  inspected 
regularly  and  treated  as  required. 

There  was  no  evidence  that  any  of  the  Council  sewers  were 
responsible  for  harbouring  rats. 


Sewerage  for  disposal  is  discharged  into  the  sea  between  one 
hour  af  cer  hi.gh  v/ater  and  one  ho\ar  before  low  vmterj  the  sewer 
outfall  valve  being  operated  electrically  on  a tidal  time  switch  to 
maintain  these  conditions.  For  a short  period  the  switch  had  to  be 
hand  operated  whilst  the  tidal  clock  was  uridergoing  repairs. 


House  Refuse 


House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  premises  within  the 
area,  additional  collections  being  made  from  certain  trade  premises, 
a service  for  which  a special  charge  is  made. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a controlled  tip  at  South  Farm  Road 
where  a tractor  is  used  to  spread  the  refuse  and  to  cover  it  with  a 
suitable  thickness  of  earth, 

Ho-asiiag 


During  I969,  24  new  houses  and  8 nevY  flats  have  been  erected 
by  private  enterprise.  These  comprised  9 t\70  bedroom  and  15  three 
bedroom  houses,  all  the  flats  being  of  tv/o  bedrooms.
